New York City to Adopt New 
Lottery Plan to Raise Funds 
For R elief of Its Destitute 


New York, Sept. 19 (AP).—The 
nation’s metropolis Tuesday turned 
to gam bling-a lottery—to help car** 
for its 300,000 needy, 
The lottery bill, carefully phrased 
so th at its legality may be upheld, 
and two measures imposing new 
tax* s on the City’s residents were 
rushed through the city’s “legisla­ 
ture”—the board of alderm en and 
the board of estimate. 
Mayor Piorello H. LaG uardia, the 
I first FHision mayor since 1916, was 
I reported ready to sign the three 
measures, pushed through to raise 
J from $20,000,000 to 
$39,000,000 
to 
carry on relief work halted when

Other Steps Taken

In addition to Hie

i these two steps were taken by the 
two boards: 
1. A one-tenth of one per cent 
tax on gross earnings of busi­ 
nesses.

If the mayor signs the tax m eas­ 
ures, residents of the city will pay 


three income taxes in addition to 
any realty or o th er imposts. These 
income tuxes wil bt federal, state 
and city. 
The Way It Works 
In an attem p t to make its scheme 
legal, th** city would ojierate th** 
‘ lottery” in this way—the formation 
of an “association" with "members” 
paying $2.50, a tentative price, in. 
dues.” 
At various tim es the “association” 
would then elect "officers," 
This 
would bt* done by drawing names 
from a jury wheel. 
The “officers” 
would th en be paid high salaries, 
the am ounts not yet determined, 
and in this m anner the prizes would 
bt* distributed.

It would be no great 
trick to make an arrangem ent of 
backbreaking logs which upon tile 
springing of a trigger would fall 
upon whatever was beneath tnem . 
But how, once it was built, the ti­ 
gers were to ive enticed into tills 
death-trap was another m atter. 
“Way back in the beginning," said 
Bowels, or rather lamented, “when 
the going was free for all, we ought 
to hi we trapped a goat or a pig. 
I 
wonder why we didn’t think of it? 
Do you suppose we could catch one 
of Helen’s monkey friends?"

Two conferences, held in rapid 
succession, disclosed W almsley’s an ­ 
swer to Senator Long’s condem na­ 
tion of purported "corruption” in 
the city and Senator Long’s repeat­ 
ed threats to oust the mayor from 
stewardship of municipal affairs. 
Quotes Victor Hugo 
“K ingfish” 
Long 
heard 
of 
the 
mayor's statem ents, plucked a pas­ 
sage out of his mind from Victor 
Hugo’s “History of a Crime,” and 
quoted: 
“ Oh, danger, irresistible conver­ 
ter 
In his last hours the atheist 
invokes God, the royalist calls on 
the republic.’ 
“T h at’s all I have to say,” he con ­ 
cluded. 
W almsley held the first m eeting in 
a squad room at police headquar­ 
ters. 
There he told every ranking 
police officer in the city that gam b­ 
ling m ust be wiped out and that 
operators and habitues of disorder­ 
ly houses must be run out. 
Im m ediately after the one-hour 
conference Chief of Detectives John 
J. Grosch, in charge of the depart­ 
ment while Superintendent George 
Reyer attends a police chief con­ 
vention in W ashington, organized a 
six-m an vice squad to carry out the 
mayor’s orders. 
Vacating Notices Issued 
Armed with more than one hun­ 
dred vacating notices, Chief Grosch 
said the clean-up campaign would 
begin 
''imm ediately,” 
with 
notice 
first served in houses in New Or­ 
leans’ old tenderloin district. 
W almsley 
warned

that failure to carry out his orders 
would cost them their badges. 
“Whenever 
the 
vigilance 
squad 
finds dereliction of duty," promised 
W almsley, "the Police Board will 
take a hand in it to weed out those 
com m anding officers and m en in 
whose precincts vice or gambling is 
found.” 
The mayor said he had heard re­ 
ports that handbook and lottery op­ 
erations and houses of questionable 
reputation were running in residen­ 
tial sections of New Orleans.

Among other things, 
clauses, 
prepositions, 
and 
verbals 
are discussed in this section. 
New Paragraph Idea 
Ideas, it can readily be seen, are 
of different value and must be dis­ 
played or subordinated according to 
the thought-picture to be expressed. 
Professor Ostrom devotes a chapter 
to “Value of Ideas.’’ 
Departing from the accepted rule 
that says a paragraph is developed 
from a topic sentence, the author, 
in the main chapter of the book, at­ 
tempts to explain that a paragraph 
results 
from 
a 
controlling 
idea. 
Once the main idea has been ex­ 
pressed every sentence in a para­ 
graph should be a definite explana­ 
tion of it, the author states in one 
of his summaries. 
Coherence in composition; variety 
of style; grammatical support of 
the controlling idea, and punctua­ 
tion are also discussed by Professor 
Ostrom.

General 
Haupt wrote a letter to General 
Halleck in which he urged the pur­ 
suit of Lee in order to prevent his 
escape across the Potomac river be­ 
fore the arrival of Meade's army. 
General H aupt’s chief assistant, 
while he was in charge of the mili­ 
tary railroads, was D. C. McCallum, 
who succeeded Haupt upon the hit­ 
ter’s retirement in September, 1863. 
Others who assisted Haupt were 
William H. Winton, chief clerk: 
John II. Devereux, assistant; Adna 
Anderson, chief engineer of con­ 
struction corps; William W Wright, 
who was Haupt’s pupil at Gettys­ 
burg and who was with Sherman 
during the Atlanta campaign, and 
E. C. Smeed, assistant, who invent­ 
ed an apparatus for twisting rails 
in the destruction of track.

Anderson and 
Smeed were with 
Sherman’s army.

On account of 
some difference with General Pope, 
commander of the Army of Vir­ 
ginia. he retired to his home in 
Massachusetts in July, 1862. A few 
days later he received the follow­ 
ing telegram from the war depart­ 
ment: 
“Come 
back 
immediately; 
caruiot get along without you; not j 
a wheel moving on any of the 
roads.” 
General 
Haupt returned 
and soon brought order out of cliaos 
and the wheels began to move. 


Work Praised by Lincoln 
first service 
was the reconstruction of the 
railroad between Acqula Creek and 
Fiedericksburg. All the bridges in 
the vicinity had been destroyed. A 
bridge was later built across the 
Potomac creek 
four hundred feet 
long and eighty feet high, and with 
only inexpert labor and an insuffi­ 
ciency of tools it was completed in 
less than two weeks and ready for 
engines to pa-jj over 
President Lincoln, on seeing it 
said it was the most remarkable 
structure that human eyes had ever 
seen. 
“Why,” Lincoln said, "that man 
Haupt has built a bridge across Po­ 
tomac creek about four hundred feet 
long and nearly one hundred feet 
high, over which trains are rum 
ning every hour. and, upon my word 
there is nothing in it bpt bean pole!
